Sandy Fires Third No-Hitter

PHILADELPHIA «AP-S an­ 
dy Koufai revealed Thursday 
night his no-hitter against the 
Philadelphia Phillies was the re­ 
sult of a careful study of his 
pitching form that disclosed he 
has been making a mistake ut 
his delivery . 
Surrounded in the Los An­ 
geles Dodgers' clubhouse after 
his 3-0 triumph Koufax said 
“ I have been stud) mg pic­ 
tures in magazines of my form 
and suddenly realized that I had 
beer stepping to far to the left 
with the right foot across my 
body 
Sc in the first few innings I 
concentrated on making an ad 
jus tm en t. stepping more to the 


right. It felt fine I had the ok! 
pitching rhythm back 
‘ As a matter of fact, by the 
fifth inning I forgot all about it 
Everything was natural again 
I was throwing the way I want­ 
ed to ” 
Koufax. his handsome, un­ 
shaven face a study in satisfac­ 
tion. said his job against the 
league leading Phillies was the 
best of his three no-hitters 
Speaking with the smooth con­ 
fidence of a politician, he re­ 
called that in his 1962 no-hitter 
against the New York Wets he 
walked five. and last year when 
he blanked the San Francisco 
Giants he passed two and had 
more trouble with his control 
‘ This time I had m> control.” 
he said "I felt I had better stuff 


here than I did in the other two 
Thank goodness, it was the first 
time this season I ve been able 
to put every thing together ” 
He said the fourth ball to third 
baseman Richie Allen in the 
fourth inning the only Philadel­ 
phia player to reach base, was 
a low fast ball 
‘i t s a funny thing.” he re­ 
lated ‘ Doug iCamilli. Dodgers' 
catcher* called for a curve ball 
I shook him off for the fast ball 
Then while I was winding up I 
thought to myself. Doug's right. 
a curse bail would be better ' 
But I didn t think fast enough 
and instead (rf stepping off the 
rubber I went through with the 
fast ball, and it was low, no 
doubt of that ” 
Someone asked whv he didn t 


change the pitch while pitching 
and Koufax replied 
“You can't do that It’s like 
stopping on the back swing in 
golf. You just don't.” 
The 28-year-old Koufax con­ 
fessed that he got just as big a 
thrill out of his third no-hitter as 
he did his first He said he knew 
all the way that the Phillies 
were hitless 
* Heck. I know what s going 
on out there. ' he exclaimed 
’ You have to ” 
Although nobody 
said any­ 
thing either on the Dodger or 
Philadelphia 
benches. 
Koufax 
said he wasn't superstitious and 
didn t believe rn the tale that 
mentioning a no-hitter is a jinx 
‘ When

a coach 
reminded me of it 


every inning, starting in the 
first when I retired the first 
three batters." Koufax said 
The outstanding pitcher in the 
majors last year. Koufax has 
been having his difficulties get­

But he feels that from 
here on out he ll be as 
tough 
as ever ” 
.Asked if he felt tense in the 
ninth with the no-hitter three 
outs away, Koufax said * No. I 
just worked harder threw hard­ 
er I think at that point you be­ 
come a thrower instead of a 
pitcher, trying to blow it by 
them ”

Gilliam, still angry with him­

sult of a careful study of his 
pitching form that disclosed he 
has been making a mistake in 
his delivery. 


Surrounded in the Los An­ 
geles Dodgers' clubhouse after 
his 3-0 triumph. Koufax said: 


“I have been studying pic­ 
tures in magazines of my form1 
and suddenly realized that I had 
been stepping to far to the left 
with the right foot across my 
body 


"Sc in the first few innings I 
concentrated on making an ad­ 
justment. stepping more to the 


right. It felt fine. I had the old 
pitching rhythm back. 


“As a matter of fact, by the 
fifth inning I forgot all about it. 
Everything was natural again. 
I was throwing the way I want­ 
ed to.” 


Koufax. his handsome, un­ 
shaven face a study in satisfac­ 
tion. said his job against the 
league leading Phillies was the 
best of his three no-hitters. 


Speaking with the smooth con­ 
fidence of a politician, he re­ 
called that in his 1962 no-hitter 
against the New York Mets he 
walked five, and last year when 
he blanked the San Francisco 
Giants he passed two and had 
more trouble with his control. 


“This time I had my control." 
he said. "I felt I had better stuff 


here than I did in the other two. 
Thank goodness, it was the first 
time this season I’ve been able 
to put everything together " 


He said the fourth ball to third 
baseman Richie Allan in the 
fourth inning, the only Philadel­ 
phia player to reach base, was 
a low fast ball. 


“It's a funny thing." he re­ 
lated. “Doug t Camilli. Dodgers 
catcher» called for a curve ball. 
I shook him off for the fast ball. 
Then while 1 was winding up I 
thought to myself, Doug’s right, 
a curve ball would be better.' 
But I didn't think fast enough 
and instead of stepping off the

and Koufax replied: 

“You can’t do that It’s like 
stopping on the back swing in 
golf. You just don't." 


The 28-year-old Koufax con­ 
fessed that he got just as big a 
thrill out of his third no-hitter as 
he did his first. He said he knew 
all the way that the Phillies 
were hitless 
“Heck. I know what's going 
on out there." he exclaimed 
You have to." 
Although nobody said any­ 
thing either on the Dodger or 
Philadelphia benches. Koufax 
said he wasn’t superstitious and 
didn't believe in the tale that 
mentioning a no-hitter is a jinx
